Whisky Bottles Found In Number of 
Rooms snd Register Is Gone, Au- 
thorities Assort — Employe 
Mind aa Result of Experience. 



Naw York. — A toll of 12 
men and six w oman- was taken In a 
«pectacular fire which destroyed tha 
Colonial Hotel In Hoboken, N. J. The 
list was Increased to 12 when Misa 
Mary Schumacher, 42 years old, of Jer- 
sey City, died In St. Mary's Hospital 
Seven bodies have been Identified. The 
blaze, whi<+ whs attended with many 
mysterious circumstance*, raged for 
only one hour, but many of the bodies 
removed from the building wore burn- 
ed beyond possible recognition. Noth- 
ing definite w-ns known as to where 
the blaae started, but the flumes went 
hp an air sliaft and mushroomed Into 
the third and fourth floors. It was on 
these floors that most of the deaths 
resulted. 

An Investigation was authorized to 
determine the cause of the Are and to 
solve unexplained circumstances sur- 
rounding the deaths. George T. Vlcks, 
Assistant County Prosecutor, author 
Ized Detective W. J. Charlock to inves- 
tigate for auy possible criminal viola- 
tions thut might bear on the Ure. and 
Joseph Incrocasso, County Coroner, 
called a special Jury for an Inquest. 
All of the guest cbsSnbers of the Co- 
lonial Hotel were reported to have 
been engaged and there seemed to 
be as many women as men In the 
building. At least two of the dead 
women, it Is said, would have been 
saved had they heeded the orders of 
firemen to leap Into life nets. Their 
lack of apparel waa believed to have 
been one reason for the refusal of the 
women to make the lap. 

Added to the mystery of the Are is 
the disappearance of th* hotel register 
which, hotel officials say. was burned. 
In many of the rooms, police aay, whis- 
ky bottles were found. The fact that 
many of the guests were known to 
have been Injured and that they failed 
to appear for questioning, also has puz- 
zled Hoboken authorities. Witnesses 
of the Are declared that scores of 
scantily dressed women and men were 
whisked away In taxlcaba after llmp- 
ine out of the hotel.

The Question of Inter-Racial Relations 

The Editor ba« cnd.-ii\ or.d I" g vo a sai e rehearsal of the prac- 
tical relations between the white and black races from the intro- 
duction of slavery into the American colonies to the preser 
No one ran disagree with the facts of history, as they are 
to investigation, but there are some who will disagree with 
the proposition that the difficulties of solving the race problem 
•long social and political lines are natural and legitimate. There 
are those who will claim that these difficulties have been exag- 
gerated, but such a claim resolves itself to another theory ad- 
vocated by absentee reformers and is not a satisfactory answer 
to a practical situation. Wherever in the civilized world an inter- 
racial situation has become analogous to the one existing in the 
far South, the relations have been much more strained and In 
many instances have broken into a war for race supremacy. 

We maintain that the rare <|Ue«tion in the South, ao far as is 
poaaible, where two distinctly different rares are living together 
in large numl>ers, will be solved. It will be solved by the South 
itself, for there is where the negro livea, and there is where 
thouaands of white people are working faithfully to bring about 
amicable and satisfactory relations between the two races. The* 
South's way of taking care of both racea is an expensive one It 
rosta more to maintain two school system* than a single system. 
It costs more to make separate provisions for the two races 
In all religious, educational, and social affairs. The South believes 
the highest good to both races will come from her plan and is 
willing to bear the extra burden. 

Pr. Moton of Tuskegee, Alabama, the able successor of Booker 
T Washington, is quite optimistic over the growing spirit of cor 
diality between the two races Tuskegee has always maintained 
that the ladder of fitness is the only means by which the negro 
race, or any other race, may climb into self-respect and world 
rwognition legislation, party control, social elevation will never 
gain a permanent footing for a race or an individual who is not able 
to stand on his own merit.

And the saddest thought of all la 
that both dlsastera could have been 
prevented by proper pruning. Not 
every peach grower realizes the Im- 
portance of pruning In Its relation 
to hla bank account or to his tnhle 
■upply of fruit. If he la growing only 
for home use. However, large orchard 
owners usually follow more or less 
closely some plan or system even 
though they may have no clean-cut 
conception of Just what their plan In- 
volve*. The owner of a few trees 
frequently goes at It more haphaz- 
ardly than does one growing fruit on 
a commercial scale. 
The principal objects 
to

are : To modify 
of the tree; to keep the tree 
and within bounds; to make the tree 
more stocky; to open the tree top to 
admit air and aunshine; to reduce the 
struggle for existence In the tree top; 
to remove dead or Interfering 
branches; to renew the vigor of the 
tree; to old In stimulating sufficient 
new wood growth and the develop- 
ment of fruit buds ; to secure good 
distribution of fruit buds throughout 
the tree; to thin the fruit; to Induce 
uniformity In the ripening of the 
fruit ; to make thorough spraying pos- 
sible; to facilitate the 
the fruit. 

Prune In Early 
In general, the proper time to prune 
peach treea ia during the dormant 
period, preferably in late winter or 
early spring Just before growth -tarts, 
except In regions where bleeding from 
wounds la likely to occur. In such 
regions It should probably be done 
In eurly winter. But conditions and 
the object of the pruning must be 
considered In each case. 

If the pruning operation? are very 
extensive It may be necessary to prune 
throughout the winter whenever the 
weather is suitable for men to work 
In the orchard. If the fruit buds are 
endangered during the winter by ad- 
verse temperatures it may be advls- 



tly In order to produi"e a new growth 
of bearing wood evenly distributed 
throughout the top of the Inn. and on 
the interior surfaces of the malo 
limbs. 

Pruning After Third Year. 

Ity the time peach trees are threr 
or four years old they should be tear- 
ing good crops of fruit. After this 
they will make a sinnller annual 
growth under usual conditions thiih 
•luring the earlier years and lesa 
bending In will he required. In some 
seasons it may not be necessary to 
cut back the terminal growth, 
to do so will tend, as a rule, to 
velop the smaller secondary and 
branches. Again, the extent of the 
heading back will be governed In some 
seasons by the abundance and con- 
dition of the fruit buds. If there has 
l>een winter Injury, or If the hud* 
.failed to fonn well the previous sea- 
son little or no reduction of the pre- 
vious season's growth will be needed. 
On the other hand. If the treat made 
a strong growth, an abundant set of 
fruit buds developed, and they have 
suffered no injury, a correspondingly 
heavy cutting hat of the previous 
season's growth may be advisable In 
order to thin the fruit as much as Is 
by that means.

Little Eieuse for Paeaing Stock In- 
fested With Ega Masses of Gipsy 
or Brown-Tail Moth.

The main argument* of objector* 
to plant quarantine No. 37, which will 
great ly restrict the entry of nursery 
stock and other plant* and seeds, be 
ginning June 1 1'iin. are that cither 
no pest* are brought In on such 1m 
porte.l stock or that thorough In-p- 
lion abroad would eliminate any unde- 
sirable Insects There I* no question 
but that the chief exporting foreign 
governments have gfven to their nnr- 
scry stock the be«t ln«pection which 
human skill anil science can aff .nl 
I allures are due to the human equa 
tion and to conditions not subject to 
change, which make Inspection and 
certification Insufficient safeguard* 

The Inadequacy of such Inspection 
since 1!MS, when It became operative. 
Is shown by the findings resulting 
from rolnspcetlon of imported mate- 
rial at destination In this country. 
Data gathered by the fnited States 
department of agriculture show that 
there have been received from Bat* 
land ia.il iiifesnMl slilpiucn'*, Involv- 
lug 14* kinds of Insect pests; from 
Belgium 1 -us; Infested shipment*. In- 
volving W4 kinds nf Insects; from 
France 347 Infested shipments. Involv- 
ing SH kind* of Insects; from England 
154 Infested shipments. Involving 62 
kinds of Insects; from Japan Ml In- 
fested shipment*. Involving 10.H kinds 
of Insects; from Germany 12 Infested 
shipments. Involving In kind* of Insect 
pests. Many of these Intercepted In- 
sects are not known to be established 
anywhere In this country, and num- 
bers of them. If established, would 
undoubtedly become Important pesfa.
